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Moisten the dotted line sufficiently to 
soften the gum, using a piece of cloth or 
brush, and moisten only so much of the 
line as is required. 

Press the clipping down firmly by the 
edge, working from left to right. The 
first row of clippings on the right hand 
page should be folded back to make room 
for the second row, and so on across the 
page.

Lewis and I were about to start for 
Atascadero, Mr. Jay Lawyer general 
manager of the Palos Verdes con¬ 
struct ion work, called me on the phone 
stating that he heard that I was start¬ 
ing out of town, and that a banquet 
had been arranged for the opening 
of the new- Palos Verdes club house 
on the estates, and that the officers 
of the Bank of America, the heads 
of the construction and engineering, 
Olmstead and other divisions were 
all expecting me as the guest of 
honor, and that my leaving town would 
mess up the whole party. I at once 
told him 1. would stay over. The ban¬ 
quet was Friday night, a wonderfullv 
beautiful night with an almost full 
moon shining over Palos Verdes hills 
and the waters that lap their shores. 
All the principal officers of the Bank 
of America were there, with Mr. Law¬ 
yer as host. Many very kind and com¬ 
plimentary things were said, and Mr. 
Lawyer stated the history of my under¬ 
taking the project, as he was the first 
man that I came in contact with, he 
being the representative of the Van- 
derlip Syndicate.

The wire today 
did not say anything about them, 
only stated that the No. 1 was in bad 
trouble. 

Last week Julian, who has been 
remarkably successful in the Santa 
Fe and other southern fields, announc¬ 
ed that three of his wells had been 
junked all in a heap for him, one, 
the Compton well, was almost com 
pieted when the casing % broke off 
three hundred feet from the top and 
dropped, with good night to that well. 
Another had cement from a nearby 
well forced over into it, and a third 
sanded up. He has been very fortunate 
as well as skillful and has some of 
the .best drilling crews in those fields, 
all of which goes to show that it 
is like anything else of the sort. The 
hoards are great and the winnings 
are great in proportion to the hazards, 
but it is the average that must be 
counted on. To drill one or two wells 
and expect to make a fortune from 
them is like playing a long shot in 
the races. You may win, but the 
odds are so great against you that 
you are almost certain- to lose. I 
made up my mind to this fact some 
time ago, and figure on the AVER¬ 
AGE of a large number of wells to win, 
which is the reason why we are dril¬ 
ling many wells and on different prop¬ 
erties. We have been having good 
average success, and if we keep up 
a good average we will make all the 
money we are entitled to make. 1 
figuie that with twenty wells complet¬ 
ed,-..ve would always have an average) 
of about half of them on the job, 
at least, and you don’t need many 
really good wells to make the winnings 
enormous. No living mortal, however, 
can tell which well will be a good one 
or what any well will do until it does 
it. We are going at it with full know¬ 
ledge of the hazards, and counting- 
only on an average success. Fortun¬ 
ately cue really good well will pay 
for a dozen failures, or no one could 
make money at it and stay in the 
game. I found many of the Los Angeles 
operators are getting into the Mari¬ 
copa field now. They know that while 
the southern fields are spectacular, 


about thirty-five years old. Old wells 
drilled only to the first sands thirty 
years ago are still producing. The 
Transport well on the Bush lease 
of 40 acres, is the first to be drilled 
to the deep gusher sands that were 
not known to underlie the shallow 
sands. It is producing 2,600 barrels 
per day with such a heavy gas pres¬ 
sure that they cannot open it up, since 
there is no perforated casing in it, 
and the gas ’ pressure drives the sand 
up with such force as to cut out the 
bean, if I opened it up. .1 feel very 
confident that we are going to get 
two of the biggest wells in Califor¬ 
nia in the two deep wells we are 
drilling but a short distance beyond 
tfie Transport well. The Transport 
well was a wildcat as it was fully 
half mile from the east end of the 
old field, and any well a quarter of a 
mile from production is a wildcat. 
In fact I have grown to feel that 
EVERY well is a wildcat until it is 
safely in production. 

My two wells beyond the Transport 
are therefore wildcats, but they look 
like mighty good cats to me. 

On the 42 acre piece in the heart 
of the old field, we know we will 
get production wherever we drill as 
it is entirely surrounded by hundreds 
of producing wells and the sands of 
this field are very consistent, laying 
in regular stratas, but if the two cats 
down the valley from the Transport 
come in, we will be sitting on top 
of the world since we hold something 
like six hundred acres surrounding 
them and beyond them in solid hold¬ 
ings. 

These two wells now have almost 
an even start, and it will be a race 
between them. Already we know that 
the more southern of the two will 
be the shallower, as in the first five 
hundred feet of drilling it picked up 
the stratas of formation, at about 
a hundred feet higher than the other 
well. These two wells are about 
abreast, but about a half a mile apart, 
and geologists are divided as to 
whether the axis of the deep sands 
swings northward or southward. These 
two wells will, however, demonstrate 
just where it swings and as we hold 
all the land between them and far 
beyond them on att eidaq. it 
little difference to us which of them 
is closest to the axis.

first half of October, and over five 
million dollars to date.

There are many things of Inter¬ 
est and value for everyone to know 
about diabetes so I shall tell you a 
few of them today to end this 
series. And if it should happen 
that you are temporarily where you 
cannot consult a reputable physi¬ 
cian and you suspect that you have 
diabetes, this article will help you. 

Diabetes usually begins insidious¬ 
ly and pursues a chronic course. As 
I have said often and shall repeat, 
Joslin says that nearly 76 per cent 
of his diabetic cases begin by over¬ 
eating (especially of sweets.) And 
this overeating probably acts by 
overloading the system with toxins 
and undermining the resistance of 
the intestinal tract, so that the al- 
ways-present intestinal bacteria 
cause a chronic infection which as¬ 
cends to the pancreas. Or the 
toxins themselves may act directly 
on the pancreas. 

The most prominent symptoms 
are the frequent excretion of an ab¬ 
normally large amount of urine 
containing sugar, excessive thirst, 
and loss of weight. There is azrab- 
normal thirst because the system 
must produce enough urine to dis¬ 
solve the sugar and thus remove it 
from the. bodj r . 

The sugar lost In the urine dur¬ 
ing the day varies from a trace to 
two pounds. Sugar in the urine is 
merely a symptom of the disease.

Angeles, covering a period between 
June, 1914, to June, 1920, and the 
data is bound into 12 massive vol¬ 
umes. These automatic metero- 
logical records comprise accurate 
information on temperature, hu¬ 
midity, sunshine, wind and rainfall. 

“For the first time in history a 
climatic survey was made at Palos 
Verdes to determine land values—a 
businesslike, commercial application 
of meteorology to colonization and 
six complete sets of instruments 
were erected at various stages of 
elevation from 100 feet to 1300 feet/ 
above the sea and from the sea 
several miles inland. The survey 
made it possible to chart the climate 
for every 10-acre plot of ground— 
the proper location of dwellings, 
with relation to air drainage, soil 
drainage, temperature, etc. 

“The action of the sun’s rays on 
the beach,” Dr. Carpenter pointed 
out, “is to set up a vertical wind 
current.

Large parks should not be placed 
where they will lie in the path of 
traffic routes, Mr. Olmsted pointed 
out, sgnd cited the case of Central 
Park in New York City, which, 
for the sake of a central location, 
was placed in the path of traffic 
flow through the- center of the 
Island of Manhattan and in the 
line of normal expansion of the 
most intensive growth of the city. 
The original proposition for a great 
park for New York City was to use 
a wooded tract fronting on ; the 
Fast River, and if this plan had 
been carried out it would have 
resulted in far less conflict between 
the park and other elements of the 
city plan. 

"Other things being equal, wa¬ 
ter-front lands have exceptional 
values for metropolitan park pur¬ 
poses,Mr. Olmsted declared, "Any 
parcel of land which commands 
, broad water .views, over a suitable 
foreground is guaranteed in per¬ 
petuity ; a landscape quality of vast 
i spaciousness which affords just the 
1 contrast needed with urban conges¬

Hence, it Is very important to 
those financing the project to see 
that every care is exerted in the 
restrictions on the property and in 
their enforcement, that no buildings 
or structures shall go up which 
either because of their ugliness, in¬ 
appropriateness or wrong color shall 
turn people away from buying the 
last part of the lots, from which 
profits come. 

Failure to properly protect these 
points has been the cause of 
thousands of cases of loss or much 
impaired profits in tract develop¬ 
ment in recent years. 

In Roland Park, Baltimore, the 
first distinguished success of the 
country was obtained in suburban 
development by establishing real 
estate restrictions that not only 
prescribed the usual setback lines, 
residential restrictions, minimum 
cost of buildings, etc., but also pro¬ 
vided the two other essential fea¬ 
tures for success, namely, the 
establishment of a maintenance 
corporation with an annual tax on 
each lot, and the requirement of 
the approval of plans by a compe¬ 
tent committee. 

Even the color of paint on the 
houses has to be approved and re¬ 
approved if changed. 

The result is one of the most 
marvelously attractive suburbs in 
America, where now over a thou¬ 
sand acres has been fully de¬ 
veloped, and on some portions of 
which the restrictions have been In 
effect nearly thirty years—long 
enough to be fully tried out. 

There is not a poorly designed 
building In tho whole area of nearly 
two square miles, and the attrac¬ 
tiveness of the neighborhood has 
made it t he most important resi 
dential district of Baltimore, with 
*. practically steady increase in land 
values, ae well as in desirability 
*nd salability of lots. As a pla.ce 
to live in and enjoy the greatest 
Amenities of life, Roland Park has 
become one of the world's out¬ 
standing examples. 

Following the distinguished suc¬ 
cess of Ho land Park, the model 
town of Forest Hills, Dong Island, 
Was developed with the same type 
of protective restrictions and care¬ 
ful scrutiny of plans, and similar 
(restrictions have been largely 
adopted in the Country Club district 
of Kansas City, at St. Francis Wood 
jin San Francisco and at other 
joints in the country in a lesser 
/degree. 

The ugliness and generally unat- 
jfcractivene.ss and Jumbled appear¬ 
ance of most of our American cities 
Js due almost entirely to the fact 
that probably less than 8 per cent 
of all our buildings In any city are 
designed by trained designers. 

The city vending inspector in Los 
A-ngeles says that here the per¬ 
centage may run as high as 10 per 
cent or 12 per cent. Certainly in 
many cities that I have personal 
^knowledge of, less than 5 per cent 
cf tha buildings are designed by 
trainee’ men. 

This is a strange situation, one 
can be remedied.

There is thus established & com¬ 
petent group, always on the job and 
adequately paid for their time, and 
they are provided with a sufficient 
budget by an endowment fund of 
$300,000 established by the project.

The requirement that the ap¬ 
pointments to Palos Verdes Art Jury 
shall be controlled by certain com¬ 
petent societies is the greatest as¬ 
surance of success possible. 

It follows the precedent of most 
of the municipal art commissions, 
which have controlled nominations 
in the same way. 

Many real estate restrictions to¬ 
day include the requirement that 
plans of all buildings constructed 
shall be approved In writing, but 
they break down in result because 


petent men. Too much care cannot 
be taken by subdividers. 

Inffact, the common welfare really 
requires that all real estate restric¬ 
tions should be submitted to the 
City Planning Commission along 
with the plat and that restrictions 
should be required by the city to 
adequately cover this point. 

The second method for increasing 
generally the number of properly 
designed buildings, and hence the 
attractiveness of our cities is less 
effective and certain than having 
an absolute requirement as to ap¬ 
proval by contractural understand¬ 
ing in deeds. 

It is the method, as yet little 
known, but bound to be adopted in 
many cities in the next decade, 
namely, the requirement that all 
plans for private as well as public 
buildings submitted to the \nity 
building Inspector for approval as 
to structural points .shall also be 
reviewed and passed on by a city 
art jury as to whether they meet a 
reasonably high standard of design 
—one that will add to the attrac¬ 
tiveness of the city or detract 
from it. 

The art Jury as to such private 
buildings . would have advisory 
power only, but there can be no 
question that if plans were held up 
for a few days only, for such a re¬ 
view by a competent art jury, that 
practically all owners would abide 
by its findings if confined to rea¬ 
sonable bounds. 

The small city of Lake Bluff, Il¬ 
linois, Is now trying out this method 
of requiring an artistic review of 
all plans submitted to the city^ and 
is issuing a placard of approval for 
public display on the job when plans 
are satisfactory. 

It will be recalled that the review 
of subdivision plans by City Plan¬ 
ning Commissions in most States is 
advisory only, and depends for its 
effectiveness upon the opportunity 
thus afforded to call the attention 
of the subdivider to what should 
be done, both in his own interest 
and in the general public interest. 

It seems likely that the same 
method can be very effectively 
pursued as to discouraging or weed¬ 
ing out the great number of poor 
designs for buildings, particularly 
if educational campaigns are carried 
on, at the same time showing de¬ 
signs that are worth while. 

Instead of 10 per cent or less of 
our buildings being properly and 
attractively designed, we should be 
able In two y^ears to increase this 
to 80 or 90 per cent, thus making 
a vast difference in tbo appearance, 
value and amenities of our city life.

The decision by Superior Judge 
Hewitt in favor of the invest¬ 
ment company is declared to be 
one of the most important affect¬ 
ing the legal status of tidewater 
lands in this state. 

Litigation involving the land 
dates back to the early eighties 
when Phineas Banning, pioneer 
empire builder of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia and father of Mrs. Ross, 
received a tideland patent from 
the state to 460 acres of tide- 
lands between Wilmington and 
San Pedro. In those days the 
present great harbor was in its 
infancy, there was no breakwater 
and few docks, and the land was 
not considered to he of great 
value. 

Build Fence 

With the death of Banning 
more than 25 years ago the pat¬ 
ent passed to his heirs, who, m 
190 4, built a wire fence more 
than two miles in length along 
the shore side of the lands grant¬ 
ed under the claim. 

Under the patent, the inward 
boundary of the grant was fixed 
at the line of high tide of tlie Pa¬ 
cific ocean and the fence con¬ 
structed by the heirs was sup¬ 
posed to set up a fixed line of 
demarkation between the tide- 
lands and the lands oi the Burk¬ 
hard Investment company. The 
title to the lands of the invest¬ 
ment company was supposed to 
have been fixed under an oldp'C 
Mexican land grant to the Sepul-I-JO 
veda family and known as the 
Palos Verdes Rancho. . 

State in Action naer 

.In 1908 the state instituted a w iH 
series of actions to set aside theory 
grants made under tidelands P at " A - 
ents previously issued, including o 
the grant to Phineas Banning.tion, 
The suit against this particular 
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the Burkhard Investment com¬ 
pany. She asked title to the land 
on the ground of adverse posses¬ 
sion—that is, that she had had 
undisputed possession of the prop¬ 
erty for a period of five years 
preceding the filing of the action. 
She relied on the fence to wm> 
her claim to the property, it be¬ 
ing asserted the fence formed a j 
barrier to the land on one side j 
while the high-tide line formed 
the other harrier. 

Tide Held No Bar 

The land company answered 
that it was entitled to the P r °P‘ 
erty on the ground that the old 
Mexican land grant included all 
the -Rj.nc.ho up to 

the “high tide line of the Pa¬ 
cific ocean.” 

In deciding the case Judge 
Hewitt ruled that neither the 
fence nor high-tide line of the 
Pacific ocean constituted a suf¬ 
ficient harrier to inclose the tract 
claimed by Mrs. Ross. He stated 
the testimony showed the fence 
had been permitted to fall into 
disrepair and that permanent 
breaks had occurred in many 
places. The line of high tide 
did not constitute a barrier, the 
court held, as at low tide persons 
could enter the tract from the 
ocean side. 

On this showing the court de¬ 
cided to validate the claim of the 
Burkhard Investment company to 

the land. . 

The 25-acre strip was not in¬ 
volved by the suit, but in view of 
Judge Hewitt’s decision it is ex¬ 
pected owners of the property 
bordering on the strip will soon 
bring suit to quiet title to thp 
property. /

E. G. Lewis, promoter of Atas¬ 
cadero and Los Angeles, filed a 
bankrupt’s stipulation with the 
United State's District Court yester¬ 
day agreeing to an order adjudg¬ 
ing him a bankrupt. His action 
was taken as part of the bank¬ 
ruptcy proceedings Instituted 
against him two weeks ago by five j 
creditors whose claims amount to 
$9236.50. Lewis admits that dur¬ 
ing the last year he has owed more 
than $500,000 that he has not been 
able to pay. His assets, he says, 
are in excess of $1,000,000. 

On petition of the creditors 
bringing the bankruptcy proceed¬ 
ings, Federal Judge James appoint¬ 
ed A. R. Rutherford receiver of 
the properties owned and con¬ 
trolled by Lewis. January 5, next, 
was set as the date for a. hearing 
of the cause before W. Preston 
Butcher, Jr., referee tn bankruptcy, 
at Santa Barbara. 

In their petition for a receiver, 
the creditors—Carl Belmont, Paul 
Spicer, B. C. Jewett, Mrs. B. C. 
Jewett and H. S. King—entered in 
particulars regarding asserted 
transactions whereby Lewis accu¬ 
mulated liabilities which they say 
amount to more than $9,000,000. 
They charge Lewis with converting 
assets into cash and concealing 
them for the purpose of defraud¬ 
ing creditors. Lewis denies this.

The petitioning creditors say the 
assets of Lewis consist of a con¬

Huge projects 
for further development of the potential 
supply are under way by the great power 
companies. But so fast has been the growth 
of Los Angeles that even the most ener¬ 
getic efforts of the companies have not been 
able to keep up with the demand. This, 
coupled with the lack of precipitation, 
caused the temporary shortage. These 
projects, when completed, will provide im¬ 
mense additional supply, but as added pre¬ 
caution the power corporations are rushing 
to completion large steam plants which will 
form an added auxiliary during any dry 
year. 

Finally, the extreme activity in the out¬ 
lying real-estate subdivision market, which 
was a natural concomitant of the great in¬ 
crease in population since the war, materi¬ 
ally and properly abated about the begin¬ 
ning of the second quarter of the year. 
There was a fear that a slump might .ensue, 
bringing with tit a drop in values and dis¬ 
tress to many persons, due to the extensive 
cutting up of outlying lands for residential 
purposes. No such evil results occurred.

The foregoing analysis of our recent busi¬ 
ness situation--and the fact that there has 
been no such depression in and about Los 
Angeles as has been reported outside—is 
substantiated by the statistics generally ac¬ 
cepted as indicative of business trend.

To¬ 
tal deposits amounted to $891,746,163, an in¬ 
crease of $96,596,571, or 11 per cent, over 
the call of September 14, 1923, when they 
were the largest of any third-quarterly call 
in our history. This is all the more signifi¬ 
cant since the present figures have been 
much less influenced by accretions through 
mergers with outside banks than those of 
the corresponding period the previous year. 
The percentages of increase in ^tate and 
national bank deposits were practically the 
same. The* totals were the largest of any 
of the calls of the year. Most striking of 
all is the fact that savings deposits were 
$438,017,443, as compared with $380,906,520 
at the corresponding date in- 1923, an in-

Postal receipts are a very good gauge 
of business activity, due to the fact that 
so many commercial transactions involve 
use of the mails.

1, 1924. The number of gas meters in serv¬ 
ice on November 1, 1924, was 328,955; com¬ 
pared with 293.509 at the corresponding 
date in 1923, an increase of 11.9 per cent. 
The number of revenue passengers carried 
by the street railways Was 5 per cent great- | 
er during .the Jirst nine months of last year, 
as compared with the corresponding period 
of 1923. Average school attendance was 
14.5 per cent greater than the previous 
year, and attendance at the two leading 
universities in Los Angeles 9.8 per cent 
greater. The. total commerce passing 
through the harbor during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1924, was $634,939,403. which 
was $75,000,000, or 11.8 per cent, greater 
than that of the previous year. 

In closing thjs review there is a word 
to be said about the building Situation. 
Having to some extent caught up with de¬ 
mand, we built rather less feverishly, but 
our activity is still well above normal. The 
monthly building rate in Los Angeles 
should be about $9,500,000. considering the 
present population and the current level of I 
building prieds.

Not only did Los Angeles build at a sub- I 
stantial rate in 1924, but it held a high I 
place in the nation’s building.

troit. It outdistanced Philadelphia, more 
than doubled Boston and Cleveland, and 
more than trebled Baltimore*: St. Louis and 
Washington, D. C. On the Pacific Coast it 
reared five times as great as either Oak¬ 
land, Seattle or Portland and almost ex¬ 
actly trebled San Francisco.

It might even be advisable to present as a test case a 
claim for the bonus on a selected subscription for the 
purpose of securing the decision of the court as to 
just what our rights are in the circumstances, instead 
of leaving the matter solely to the opinion of counsel. 

If you think this would be the best thing to do, 
and will join in a concerted action along this line, 
please communicate with us and offer any suggestion 
which you think would be of benefit. We will be glad 
to act in accordance with whatever seems, to be the 
opinion of the majority, without remuneration to our¬ 
selves, and will communicate with all who reply to 
this letter, outlining whatever plan seems to be in 
favor.

Plan of Promoters 
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Highway Will be Built Into 
Tract Near San Pedro 


It virtually has been decided to 






take the next step in the develop¬ 
ment of the vast Palos Verdes 
I project by Improvement of the 
i south side of the promontory be- 
| tween Redcndo Beach and Sari 
I Pedro. The plans call for subdi- 
I vision into large estates designed 
| to be purchased by wealthy men 
as a seaside residential colony un- 
; like anything found this side of 
I Montecito. 

This was made known yester¬ 
day by H. E. Benedict, New York 
manager for Frank A. Vand’erlip, 
who is most heavily interested in 
the Palos Verdes Syndicate. Mr. 
Benedict, who is at the Ambassa¬ 
dor, is here conferring with Jay 
Lawyer, local-manager for the syn¬ 
dicate, regarding th’e details of the 
plan*. 

The first step, which probably 
will be under way in a few weeks, 
will be construction of a highway 
eight miles long, connecting the 
highway system of the Palos| 
Verdes Estates, the already im¬ 
proved section of the project, with 
San Pedro. This road, to be 
known as the Gran Via la Costa, 
will follow the line of the main 
State highway, along the general 
route of what is now a country 
road. It will skirt the coast on 
tire southerly side of that bulge in 
the mainland comprising the Palos 
Verdes district, past a sandy beach 
and through the Portuguese Bend 
district wheri Mr. Vanderlip now 
has a summer home. This is con¬ 
sidered unusually choice property 
suitable for division into good- k J _ 


-sized country 'estates and many 
Eastern millionaires are expected 
to come in and build houses run¬ 
ning as high as $100,000 each. 

The ranch purchased by Mr. Van¬ 
derlip and his associates In 1913 
contains 16,000 acres. The Palos 
Verdes Estates, already developed, 
is composed of 3200 acres lying 
along the westerly coastline, and 
this' has beep subdivided into rela¬ 
tively small somesites with sev¬ 
eral towngkes. The eight miles 
of road now* in project will com¬ 
plete the seacoast roadway from 
Redondo to S^.n Pedro, and open 
for subdivision the balance of the 
coastline. The general plans for 
the remaining undeveloped terri¬ 
tory call for the Creation of fouji* 
main townsites. J f 


A report that the Palos Verdes 
Syndicate is to open a new tract 
at Portuguese Bend and sell large 
country estates to wealthy men of 
the east along the lines of the 
Monteoito colony at Santa Barbara 
was confirmed by The Daily Pilot 
today in an interview with Jay 
Lawyer, manager of the syndicate.' 
“However, it will take some time | J 
| to work out these plans,” said Mr; 
Lawyer. ’’The first work to be'; 
done will be to build a road 
around to Redondo from San Pedro 
on the south side of our property. 
Work on this road will be begun 
at once and we hope to have it' 
completed before the winter rains. 

“San Pedro folks should not con- 1 
fuse this road, however, with the^ 
coast highway to be known as the'^ 
Paso del Mar, which will connect ^ 
with the end of Pacific avenue. 
We cannot start this coast line 
c road through our property until 
the county gets a right of way 
through the Sepulveda property 
which has not yet been secured. 

It will be up to San Pedro to], 
provide this right of way. 

“The road we propose to build 
is known as Gran Via la Costa 
and will connect with Western 
avenue through Miralesta. This 
road wil l go down the hill from 
returned. With this right of way 
granted, it is probable that the 
County Road CommiSsipn will 
take quick steps to open up the 
coast road from Point Firmin, by 
way of the palisades and White 
Point. This link will be built to 
connect up with the road pro¬ 
posed by the Palos Verdes syndi¬ 
cate, completing a shoreline high¬ 
way all the way from Redondo 
to San Pedro. 

H. E. Benedict, New York man¬ 
ager for Vanderlip, is at present 
in Los Angeles conferring with 
Jay Lawyer, general manager of 
the Palos Verdes projects. 

The first country estate to be 
built at Portuguese Bend will be 
that of Vanderlip himself. Plans 
were made last year for a $20Q,000 
home for Vanderlip but on account 
of his long illness the building 
was deferred.

Now, a gaunt relic of ; etter 
days, it is to be completely hum¬ 
bled and part of it sold for sal¬ 
vage lumber. 

For the past three years the 
Palos Verdes Estates have occu¬ 
pied the hotel and made it their 
headquarters, but they are soon 
to transfer all their equipment to 
a more modern structure in the 
Palos Verdes Estates. Their new 
building is the Gardner building, 
which is a two-story brick affair 
and the first of the civic center j 
structures to be built Th« Palos 
Verdes organization will »ccupy 
the entire top floor of the build¬ 
ing. It will be located on Malaga 
Cove Plaza, according to 5.

The realty organization h.s 
bee n th e .agent fw .h X C\ 
much publicity has been secure^ 
for the town and* fhe district. The 
Palos Verdes organization has also 
been a financial boon to the city. 

It has employed 250 people, with 
a total payroll of over $30,000 
monthly.

District Says L. A. Is Urban

Prom the viewpoint of an out¬ 
sider, speaking unofficially but 
nevertheless expertly, Charles C. 
Reade has found that Los Angeles J 
is showing wisdom, beyond her years 
in taking steps to guide the urban 
development hereabouts rather than 
let it take its own course.

LOS ANGELES, June 27.—Census figures in 1930 will show 
more than 3,000,000 people enumerated in Los Angeles county, 
or more than half of the expected 6,000,000 population of,the 
state of California! This statement is not so amazing today as 
it might seem, for the writer casually inquired of Hugh Pom¬ 
eroy, a resident of Glendale, who is secjetary pf the Los An¬ 
geles Regional Planning commission, what his guess on popu¬ 
lation was today for the county's population. 

Quick as a flash, he replied.

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“Three million,” and he has to 
use that arbitrary figure now be¬ 
cause projects under way will not 
be complete until that number of 
persons must be cared for. The 
planning commission cannot work 
without vision, but the forecasts 
must coincide with actual growth. 

Forgetting Secretary Pomeroy’s 
figure for a minute, let us analyze 
the estimated population in the 
various parts of Los Angeles 
county today so as to better real¬ 
ize what tremendous strides are 
being made without much ado. 

Remarkable Growth 

First of all, Los Angeles city, 
including its far-famed Hollywood, 
the San Fernando valley annex, 
the harbor district comprising San 
Pedro, Wilmington and Terminal 
Island, not to forget Sawtelle and 
several more recently annexed 
communities, totals no less than 
1,250,000 if all noses were 
counted. 

Los Angeles really doesn’t real¬ 
ize the tremendous growth within 
its bounds because of the scattered 
effort, particularly in the San Fer¬ 
nando valley where thousands of 
people have been added in the last 
six months. On Terminal Island, 
for instance, in the harbor, there 
are 7000 residents, nearly 5000 of 
whom are engaged in the fishing 


industry and sometimes are home 
between seasons. San Pedro and 
Wilmington also are growing more 
rapidly than imagination compre¬ 
hends. 

According to the Long Beach 
Press-Telegram, the population of 
that center now is estimated at 
13 5,000, but its trade territory, in¬ 
cluding Signal Hill, Virginia City, 
and a half dozen other commun¬ 
ities, swells the total well over 
150,000. 

Solidly Built Up 

Between Los Angeles and its 
greater harbor district are found 
Vernon, Watts, Compton, Tor¬

On the Fourteenth of August the people of Santa 
! Monica will be called upon to make an important de¬ 
cision. On that date bonds will be voted for the build¬ 
ings of a sewer line which will forever eliminate the 
dumping of all all sewage into the ocean, and the peo¬ 
ple will be asked to approve the granting of $120,000 to 
the state for the purchase of the university site in West- 
wood. 

Consider them one at a time. For years and years, 
in fact as long as Santa Monica has been here it has suf¬ 
fered from the stigma of polluting the ocean with its 
sewage. The world knows this is true. It is no secret, 
so we might as well discuss it. Because we have always 
winked at what is a filthy habit, does not make it right 
and will not eliminate the menace to not only the health 
or our own people, but that of the entire Southland. The 
theory that sewage dumped off the end of the pier will 
be swept to sea by the outgoing tides is all well and good 
when it works, but sometimes it may not work. 

By voting the sewer bonds in the amount of $395,- 
000 this menace will be eliminated. A sewer line will be 
built from Santa Monica to Del Rey where it will con¬ 
nect with the main line of the Hyperion outfall and for¬ 
ever solve our sewage problems. Pacific Palisades 
and Venice will both connect with the Hyperion outfall 
and the polluting of the Pacific ocean in the vicinity of 
our bathing beaches will cease. 

Now as to the cost. Three hundred and ninety-five 
thousand dollars seems like a lot of money, and it is 
under certain circumstances, but when that sum is be¬ 
ing expended to protect the health of a great community 
it is an insignificant sum. This city would lose many 
times that amount if the state health department took a 
notion to close up our bathing beaches because of the 
pollution of the ocean. This is always liable to happen. 

The city commissioners have driven a hard bargain 
with the city of Los Angeles. Venice has co-operated to 
aid Santa Monica by granting a right of way for the 
sewer line through her city limits. It has taken every 
variety of scheming and co-operation to make this solu¬ 
tion possible. Certainly it will be a, short sighted man 
or woman who will vote against these bonds. Once the 
truth of the matter is realized an\kffirmative vote be¬ 
comes a moral duty. 

Cesspools in back yards ate relic§ of antiquity. They 
are dangerous and disease breeding. The dumping of 
sewage into the ocean directly in front of a great city 
is merely creating a great cesspool not in our back yard, 
but in our front.

Improvement South of Laguna 
to Connect at Serra With 
Main Artery to San Diego 


With the letting of a contract for 
the 9.8 miles of road between New¬ 
port and Laguna and work prog¬ 
ressing on the new highway be¬ 
tween Los Flores and Sequit Can¬ 
yon, the coast highway skirting the 
Pacific from Oxnard to San Die;?o 
rapidly is nearing completion. This 
is officially known as Route No. 60 
n the state highway system, aud 
covers approximately 130 miles, al¬ 
most every foot of which is within 
sight of the ocean. 

Not only will the new highway 
provide an additional main artery 
for north and south travel, but it 
will bring to the view of the motor¬ 
ist some of the choicest of Califor¬ 
nia’s most gorgeous scenery* which 
heretofore has been inaccessible.

of Vital Subject 

The September meeting of the As¬ 
sociation of City Planners of Los 
Angeles county was held at the 
Palos Verdes club house, JPalos 
Verdes estate, on Saturday aneb 
nWtr; , ’-i^n M. Kemmerer repre¬ 
sented Whittier at the meeting, 
which was marked by special fea¬ 
tures on community tree planting, 
successful city planning, and an in¬ 
sight into the Palos Verdes plan 
and how it is applicable to general 
building development in Southern 
California. 

Over 146 guests representing 40 
cities and towns in the county were 
present. The address of welcome 
was given by Charles H. Cheney, 
city planning consultant for the 
| Palos Verdes estate. After the re¬ 
sponse by President Paige, instruct¬ 
ive addresses were delivered on 
'community tree planting. The first 
|address was by George Gibbs, Jr., 
now' employed by the Palos Verdes 
estates in charge of planting for 
’that company. Before coming to 
•the Palos Verdes estates two years 
Pago, Mr. Gibbs was employed by 
the park department of Rochester, 
New* York, and has been for a num¬ 
ber of years employed in horticul¬ 
tural lines. Mr. Gibbs directed at- 
; tention to the California state tree 
planting act of 1893, amended in 
.1913 and 1915. By the provisions 
\ of this act, municipalities are em¬ 
powered to form districts and levy 
assessments for the planting of 
trees in streets and public parks, 
also provide for the maintenance of 
these trees for a period of five 
: years. 

Mr. Gibbs explanied that in the 
planting of the Palos Verdes es¬ 
tates they had used a large num¬ 
ber of eucalyptus and pepper trees, 
which are quite typical of Califor¬ 
nia. The objection to the eucalyp¬ 
tus tree, on account of its roots 
interfering with the sewers and 
other underground municipal utili- 
| ties was discussed and Mr. Gibbs 
! explained that this objectionable 
I feature of that tree was taken into 
consideration in their work. The 
I pepper tree, which fosters a para- 
] site that destroys tree scale, is a 
very desirable tree from the stand¬ 
point of the state horticultural 
commissioner; this, in spite of its 
being a tree which requires much 
attention due to the shedding of its 
berries and foliage. 

Mr. Gibbs was followed by E. O. 
Ortet, superintendent of parks, 
Santa Barbara. Mr. Ortet has been 
engaged in the work of tree planting 
and maintenance for approximately

He said the excuse was that it was 
necessary to sacrifice the trees 
to widen the street. He asserted 
that it was not necessary to lose 
these trees. During the war Paris 
was compelled to give up her 
trees, but as soon as the war was 
over she at once replanted the 

! whole city, and looking down 
from the tower you look into a 
forest of trees. Each tree has 
its own place the same as a build¬ 
ing would have. If a tree dies, 

• it is replaced. Mr. Gibbs told of 
the joy of walking around in the 
beautiful shaded streets and 

I grounds of Sacramento. It is 
I said that the capitol grounds at 
Sacramento are the most beauti¬ 
ful of any state capitoj on ac¬ 
count of the trees.

Gibbs was asked about the kind; 
of trees he would advise for Cali-; 
fornia, he said, ‘Eucalyptus and 
Pepper,’ hastening to say that he. 1 
knew all about the arguments] 
used against them; but there are 
arguments against all trees by; 
those who do not want trejes..| 
These trees suit our climate bet¬ 
ter than elms, he said. He quot- 1 
ed from our California laws of. 
1893, 1913, 1915 on the commu¬ 
nity rights in planning and main- 
taining street trees and grass. 

“E. O. Ortet, Santa Barbara 
superintendent of parks, gave a 
rollicking, fiery, and occasionally 
lurid, talk on tree planting in 
Santa Barbara. He \began by 
saying that Santa Barbara has . 
adopted the law mentioned by | 
Mr. Gibbs as a city ordinance. He j 
advised keeping some pepper 
trees for the benefit of the scale 
that loves them, because we can’t 
hope to keep the bugs that eat the 
scale unless they have something 
to feed on. His two first choice 
of trees for streets -and park are 
California Bay trees and Califor¬ 
nia Live Oaks. He thinks Mon¬ 
terey Pines die too soon, about 
45 years being their limit, and all 
pines are comparatively short 
lived. Other trees that he ad¬ 
vises planting are Pittosporum, 
very good; Red Flowered Euca¬ 
lyptus and Acacias, good. For 
narrow streets, Cypress Royley 
Italian; for wide streets, plant 
Magnolias. He gave details of 
expenses for buying, planting, 
und care of street trees. He ad¬ 
vised planting the street trees 
on the property line, not in the 
parking. It was when he talked 
of some property owners and of 
maintenance that his language be¬ 
came so emphatic that those near 
him shouted with laughter, and 
approved strongly. Those of us 
farther away didn’t get the words, 
but we clapped our approval of 
the sentiments.

With the installatio-n of the light 
completed, work will commence on 
the beautification of the light¬ 
house reservation. It will be 
finished in accord with the, art 
standards set by the Palos yerd^fe 
Projects and when complete it- 'vdC 
take its place as the, most -j^eautiM 
ful and most efficient pfAiglitr 
house and grounds in the* w % orld7J 
^he Point Vincente Tighithou™ 
is a re-inforced concrete structure; 
fifty-five feet in height; \ 'is 
mounted on a solid bjpcfc jjfrjgoii- 
crete, placed eight feet 7elo[ir, the 
surface of the eartji. Tnp*' l'i-ght 
will add fifteen feet to the^height 
and when in operation a revolving 
beam will be sent put over the 
sea from a point 180 feet above 
sea level. The lighthouse is located 
on a bluff, well over 100 feet 
above the shoreline below. 

On clear nights the light will 
show for a distance of 28 miles 
over the sea. This will .be a great 

aid to navigation/ seafaring men

Dedication of Malaga Cove Plaza 
of the Palos Verdes Estates, and 
its first arcaded business building, 
on Sunday, September 13 last, was 
attended by a great celebration, 
thronged with enthusiastic people. 
Hundreds of automobiles filled the 
grounds, while music of the band 
filled the air. 

President J. C. Low of the Com¬ 
munity Association introduced 
Myron Hunt, noted architect, as 
the chairman of the day. 

Rev. Wiltsie Martin, pastor of 
Hollywood Methodist church, pro¬ 
nounce I the dedication. Addresses 
were made by Charles H. Cheney 
for Palos Verdes Community, City 
Manager Windham of Long Beach, 
Frank Walton, president Compton 
Chamber of Commerce, and Hugh 
R. Pomeroy, secretary of the 
County Regional Planning Com¬ 
mission. 

“Palos Verdes today is become 
a full-fledged community, with its 
dedication of this plaza and ar¬ 
caded business building,” said Mr. 
Cheney. “Last week the Govern¬ 
ment officially recognized this by 
establishing the ‘Palos Verdes 
Estates’ Post Office. We cele¬ 
brate today the completion, in less 
than two years, of construction of 


thirty-five miles of roads graded 
and surfaced, six miles of storm 
drains laid, two miles of under¬ 
ground conduit and twelve miles 
of overhead lines for electricity in¬ 
stalled; fourteen miles of gas mains 
laid; 50,000 trees and shrubs plant¬ 
ed and half a million more in the 
nursery ready to put out; a water 
system of 3,500.000 gallons capacity 
per day; a 200-acre golf course, 
with all grass greens and fairways 
and club house built at a cost of 
$170,000; over $400,000 in permits 
issued for new buildings since No¬ 
vember 1st and an outlook for 
twice that number to be built for 
the coming year. This has become 
a real community of which we are 
justly proud.” 

Mr. Pomeroy stressed the im¬ 
portance of Palos Verdes to the 
rest of the community as an object 
lesson of model community build 
ing. He said in part: “The Re¬ 
gional Planning Commission wel¬ 
comes the opportunity of joining 
with you in celebration of the dedi¬ 
cation of Malaga Cove Plaza, real¬ 
izing that it marks another period 
of definite accomplishment in the 
work which has here been under 
way for the past three years. You 
have embodied an ideal in your 
work at Palos Verdes. Subdivision 
cannot justify itself merely as a 


process in the transfer of real 
estate; it must be considered essen¬ 
tially an element in community 
building. 

“The Regional Planning Com¬ 
mission has been endeavoring to 
build into the great community of 
Los Angeles County an orderli¬ 
ness of development and soundness 
of growth that shall best serve the 
public welfare of the citizens of 
the County. It has realized that 
two million people is but a begin¬ 
ning of an ultimate population of 
from ten to fifteen million. In the 
degree that Palos Verdes has pro¬ 
vided the basis for the various 
needs of its ultimate population, so 
the County is planning to supply 
the needs of its ultimate population. 

“These excellent highways thus 
become part of a great Regional 
Plan of highways wherein arteries 
of highway transportation will 
form a veritable network over the 
County as a whole, serving every 
section of the great metropolitan 
community. Amazing progress has 
been made in effectuating this 
plan. Upon it as a basis, specific 
highway projects are now under 
way in various stages of develop¬ 
ment.

BIG HAZARD 
ON HIGHWAY 


Motor Accident Survey in 
Wisconsin Shows Straight 
Roads More Dangerous 

-44 

Curving roads Save l|>ng been 
favored for their beauty, but a re- ; 
cent survey compiled by the North 
Shore Motor C.lub of Wisconsin 
shows that they are apparently 
much safer than straight roads. 
The study of 2981 road accidents in 
Wisconsin revealed that no less 
than 2044 occurred on straight 
roads, while supposed danger 
points, including curved roads, 
hills, grades and railway crossings 
were responsible for only 937 ac¬ 
cidents. The straight roads appar¬ 
ently invite excessive speed, which 
is the greatest cause of trouble. 

“The curving roads of Palos 
Verdes were, of course, laid out 
with the chief considerations of fit¬ 
ting them as far as practical to the 
natural contours of the land, and 
to eliminate unsightly cuts and Alls 
as far as possible," said Jay Law¬ 
yer, manager of the Palos Verdes 
Estate**-— “I fly interesting "to find 
that the curved road"TSPactually 
proving safer as well. 

“The attractions of the curved 
road are unquestioned and their 
use frequently permits a much 
more attractive development of 
property. This is particularly true 
in the case of such a development 
as Pal os Verdes, w here much of 
the larfTd L oi u Pulling' character. 
The apparent added safety of this 
type of road, as shown in the Wis¬ 
consin report, is an added factor 
i in its favor and one which wm 
I interest city planners.” / 
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Straight rdads are much mord 
productive of\motor accidents than 
are curved boads, according to 
figures recently compiled by th# 
North Shore Motor Club of 'Wi** 
consin. Their analysis of 2981 road 
accidents in that state last year 
showed that the surprising total of 
2044 occurred on straight roads, 
while curves, hills, railway cross¬ 
ings and other upposed danger 
points were respjnsible for only 
937 accidents. 

The conclusion drawn by the mo¬ 
tor club is that th straight road in* 
vites to excessive speed, which i* 
the surest cause of accidents.

The five elements of a compre¬ 
hensive civic program were said 
by the St. Louis planner to be a 
street plan, a transit plan, a rec¬ 
reation plan, a zoning plan and a 
plan of civic art.

Public Service Director Arthur H. 
Adams, Park Commissioner John 
G. Munholland, Park Superintend¬ 
ent Frank H. Downs, Assistant 
Park Superintendent George Car¬ 
penter, R. B. Taplin of the City 
Engineering Department and 
Mark H. Houghton of the En¬ 
gineering Department.

How to opep up a direct road 
to Portuguese Bend from Point 
Perm in was a problem discussed 
by the directors £f the San Pedro 
Chamber of Commerce, yesterday 
without a solution being found. 
The old road from White Point has 
been closed' by R. D. Sepulveda 
and the San Pedro Golf and Coun¬ 
try Club. 

Twenty-sixth street has been ex¬ 
tended to the west line of the 
golf club along the north side but 
is does not connect with the old: 
road through to Point Fermin. 
Tourists coming from Redondo 
have to turn back after coming 
over the hill, so complaints that 
have been coming in state, to 
reach Point Fermin. 

The Palos Verdes syndicate in 
building- a new road around the 
coast from Redondo Beach to the 
Miraleste tract and it will be pos¬ 
sible to come into San Pedro 
over this route but it will be sev¬ 
eral months before it will be com¬ 
pleted.

BY 2 PROJECTS

Details of two big projects were 
revealed yesterday, either of which 
would affect the entire area from 
Palos Verdes on the ocean at the 
itouttr to' the San Fernando Valley ; 
on the north. 

The projects, a re the construction 
©f a subway connecting the business 
section of Los Angeles and the Vine¬ 
yard station of the Pacific Electric 
Railway with high speed electric 
lines from the Vineyard station 
north and south on Highland Ave¬ 
nue with terminals in the San Fer¬ 
nando Valley, and at Redondo and 
Wilmington on the south. Also the 
extension of Highland Avenue south 
through the Baldwin Hills to the 
Wilmington-Redondo highway in a 
direct route, with a widened and 
highly improved boulevard the en¬ 
tire distance of about 30 miles. 

The Greater Highland Boulevard 
Association is sponsoring the plans, 
declaring that it would be the most 
logical way of giving Inglewood, 
beach cities and harbor communities 
rapid service as well as greatly aid 
congested conditions in Los Angeles. 

The strong support of the projects 
by Hollywood is attributed to the 
fact that the rapid transit line 
would pass directly through the cen¬ 
ter of the film capital's shopping 
center at Highland Avenue and 
Hollywood Boulevard, and the indus¬ 
trial distributing hub at Highland 
and .Santa Monica, as w r ell as serve 
as an outlet for the fertile San Fer¬ 
nando Valley to the harbor. At the 
present time residents of the valley 
are obliged to pass directly through 
the congested section of Los An¬ 
geles in order to ^etfto the l.arbon_ 
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^ Ihe sag 'FerA& TOfl VUlfg y "Ull ins 
north to Palos Verdes on the ocean 
at the south. 

Construction of a subway con¬ 
necting downtown Los Angeles and 
the Vineyard station of the Pacific 
Electric with a high speed electric 
$ line from the Vineyard station 
north and south on Highland ave¬ 
nue with terminals in the San Fer¬ 
nando Valley and at Redondo and 
Wilmington on the south. 

Extension of Highland avenue’ 
eouth through the Baldwin Hills to 
the Wilmington-Redondo highway 
on a direct route, with a widened 
and highly improved boulevard the 
entire distance of approximately 
thirty miles. 

While both projects are fostered 
by the Greater Highland Boulevard 
Association and subsidiary organi¬ 
zations in about twenty communi¬ 
ties affected all along the proposed 
route, it is known that influential 
and powerful interests in Los Ange¬ 
les. at the beaches and at the har¬ 
bor are taking an active interest in 
backing the program. 

LARGE BACKING 

Earl Porter, secretary of the In¬ 
glewood Chamber of Commerce, 
ajeo is secretary of the Highland as¬ 
sociation, which has a large mem¬ 
bership and a directorate composed 
of representatives of the various 
community organizations. 

“No rapid transit, plan for L 03 
Angeles should be considered which 


does not include ,the subway to the 
Vineyard station of the Pacific 
Electric and the building of a 
thrbugh high speed line on High 
land avenue,” declared Mr. Porter. 

“The cost of the extension of 
Highland avenue to the ocean along 
the present Hawthorne avenue line 
would not be an expensive under 
taking. Plans to accommodate the 
electric line could be made at the 
time the boulevard is built. The 
Baldwin Hills do not offer any great 
obstacle as there is an almost ideal 
canyon route therough them direct¬ 
ly in the path of the pfoposed north 
and south highway.” 

TRAFFIC RELIEVED 

According to Secretary Porter all 
of the communities interested be¬ 
lieve the rapid transit plan, as spon¬ 
sored by the association, will so re¬ 
duce the running schedule now in 
effect that thousands employed in 
the heart of Los Angeles will ac¬ 
quire homes in the suburban dis¬ 
tricts, relieving congestion in the 
downtown area and adding impetus 
to business in the outlying districts. 

“The combined, or any of the 
projects, would make Highland ave¬ 
nue one of the greatest thorough 
fares in Southern California, “Secre¬ 
tary Porter added. “Tihe/plan would 
give tile great and fertile San Fer¬ 
nando Valley direct access to the 
harbor without crossing the city 
Los Ajugeles, and a main north a__ 
south artery in the western part Oi 
the city, which now has no 
outlet to the ocean south of lbs 
Angeles. It would bring prospe ty 
to the communities along the 
more than any other project :

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Survey by Weather Expert at 
Palos Verdes Finds Curious 
Conditions Along Coastline 

Curious fasts \ regarding the 
weather along thV Southern Cali¬ 
fornia coast were revealed during 
the six years' study of the climate 
conducted at Palos Verdes by Dr. 
Ford A. Carpenter, who for many 
years was weather bureau foreca«rter 
in Los Angeles. 

Observations made daily at & doz- 
•n points on Palos Verdes for more 
than six years showed many condi¬ 
tions quite opposite from what would 
naturally be expected. 

The sea breeze, which l& a fea¬ 
ture of Southern California weather 
practically every day of the year, 
is felt in Los Angeles each day an 
average of an hour earlier than at 
Palos Verdes, and while its maxi¬ 
mum velocity is reached at 1 p. m. 
in Los Angeles, the peak at Palos 
Verdes is at 2 p. m. 

Rainfall at various places on the 
ranch showed a variation of as high 
as 50 per cent- Since practically all 
the rain storms come in from the 
sea, it would seem natural that the 
seaward slopes would receive the 
heaviest rainfall, but the landward 
^ slope of the hills received a much 
$ greater precipitation. ' Fog, instead 
t of being a more frequent visitor, ao- 
« tually proved over the six year per- 
4 Spd to be more rarely seen at Palos 
* Verdes than In Los Angeles, twen- 
i ty miles inland.

Although considerable interest 
was aroused by the finding oi 
rainbow formations last week in 
Narbonne No. 1 test well drilled 
by the Petroleum Securities Com¬ 
pany in the Palos Verdes hills, 
geologists assert that color for¬ 
mations have been known to exist 
in those hills for years. 

The Narbonne hole found attrac¬ 
tive colors at 2800 feet, but the 
opinion is held that the oil dis¬ 
covered in the core samples does 
not come from the well formations 
themselves, but had been intro¬ 
duced by the rotary mud or some 
other outside source. 

A tar sand is reported to have 
been found in this well at 800 
feet, but this also correlates with 
previous conclusions regarding the 
structure. The interesting feature 
to experts is said to be the grow¬ 
ing conviction of operators that 
somewhere in the Palos Verdes 
section a rich oil field exists. 

It is not generally believed that 
the present test by Petroleum Se¬ 
curities will find the hidden field, 
the opinion being freely voiced 
That the well may not be carried 
through to a complete test of all 
formations.

The lighthouse reservation has 
been designed and built to con¬ 
form with the art requirements of 
the Palos Ver des projects, in 
which’Tt Is located. Construction 
w r ork, under the direction of 
Grant T. Johnson, San Pedro con¬ 
tractor, is now virtually complete, 
A lighthouse tender is due in port 
late today or tomorrow with the 
giant light. This light, 15 feet 
in height, will be mounted on a 
tower of reinforced concrete 55 
feet in height. The whole stands 
on a bluff more than 100 feet 
above sea level. 

That the new light will be a 
great boon to mariners is agreed 
upon by all shipping men. In the 
past, ships have been forced to 
give a wide berth to the treach¬ 
erous rocks of Point Vincente 
during a fog. With the light and

|j Boundary, Contour, Surveys Being Completed; Reser¬ 
voirs to Store Water; Art Jury Will Assure 
High Standards. 

CLAREMONT, Oct. 30.—Surveys are being completed for 
j the contours and boundaries preliminary to the development of 
1 the Padua Hills estate east of here. A great deal of planning 
I and preparation is necessary before tlie project can be opened, 
j but development is steadily going on, and forecasts an unusual 
improvement in the character of the property of this end of 
1 Los Angeles county. 

On the committees having charge of the estate are men 
and women prominent in Claremont and Pomona college, though 
I the latter is not connected with the movement. 












Property held in fee at present 
totals about 500 acres which will 
be worth by the first of the year 
roughly $200,000. The syndicate 
is guaranteeing the financing of 
the work, and is of a character 
both as to membership and ma¬ 
ll terial backing to assure rapid and 
1 certain' development of the plans 
now maturing. 

A new feature is the practice* 
of running boundaries between the 
property parcels so as to conform 
to the natural lay of the terrain, 
instead -of repeating what is de¬ 
clared to be the mistaken policy 
of most subdivisions of cutting 
the ground up on a map in rec¬ 
tangles without consideration for 
JartiStic and engineering conditions. 

Fifteen persons of nearby com¬

nue are now paved, and the county 
will improve the southern parts. 
The remainder of Mills avenue is 
to be "paved by the same agency. 

Baldy road, skirting the property 
for some two miles, curves past 
the foothills and gives connec¬ 
tions nvith the highway into San 
Antonio canyon.

Motorists 
from all points to the west of the 
county line drive over Foothill 
boulevard to Mountain avenue, 
thence north to the dift road which 
leads up San Antonio canyon- 
Upon the completion of the first 
phases of Padua Hills work this 
traffic will largely shift so as to 
pass through the estate and at 
the same time save distance. 

Art Jury

FRESNO CONFERENCE 
RULES FOR REALTORS 
HARDEST DEALS TOLD 
SALESMEN INSPIRED 


P RESIDENT-ELECT Harry H. Culver, 
Los Angeles, chairman of the salesmen’s 
Division of the California Real Estate 
Association, presided over a conference of 
the whole at the Fresno convention October 
7, when problems of Salesmanship were con¬ 
sidered. In opening the conference Mr. 
Culver got away from the sterotyped form 
and took the basic topics for consideration. 
They were association, character, and un¬ 
derstanding of opportunity, and the correct 
attitude toward one’s job. He said in part: 

TEXT OF CHAIRMAN’S SPEECH 

“Baron Rothschild, financial genius and a 
man of vision, when approached for ex¬ 
tension of credit by a worthy but tempo¬ 
rarily embarrassed person, replied, ‘I will do 
better than make you a loan. I will allow 
you to be seen walking down the street with 
me.’ He knew the value of association, the 
faith placed in his great name. Investors, 
then as now, wisely appraised the value of 
an enterprise by the names of the men who 
backed it. 

“In the final analysis, what’s in a name 
but the proven character of the man who 
bears it? 

“A man walked into the Morgan office 
in New York and asked for the loan of one 
million dollars. The late J. Pierpont Mor¬ 
gan asked him what securities he had. He 
replied, ‘I have no securities—my collateral 
is my character.’ The loan was made; 
Morgan knew the value of character. He 
knew what character stood for. He knew that 
character in business meant a reputation 
for integrity, sincerity and genuine business 
ability. 

“How many of you have these splendid 
qualities? How many of you are building 
your business upon the right foundation? 
If you are, then you are building for per¬ 
manency. 

WE’RE SPOILED, HE SAYS 

“What Realtor in the world has a greater 
opportunity to build his business on this 
stable base of permanency than we in Cali¬ 
fornia? Every California Realtor needs a 
year in the East. Back there it takes honest- 
to-goodness salesmanship to put the name 
on the dotted line. The trouble with the 
California Realtor is that he is calloused, 
calloused with opportunity-—spoiled. 

“If there is anyone in this audience who 
is not thoroughly sold on California—get 
away from it for three months and you 
will be. 

“California is just starting to grow; 
people are coming here from all over the 
world. By train, by boat, by motor, to be¬ 
come citizens of this great State. We are 
going to smash all records and register 
new ones and 1926 is going to be the most 
prosperous of them all. 

“But there is work ahead— work for the 
salesman who wishes to succeed. Pin up 
a new slogan on your office wall: 

“No more chair warming 
“No more order taking 
“No more half-holidays 
“No more Til exchange by “Equi-ti-ty” 
for your “Equi-ti-ty.” 

“No more, ‘you consume my mortgage 
and I’ll consume yours.’ 

“No more misrepresentations, decep¬ 
tion or exaggeration. 

“Nothing but w-o-r-k. 


“The longer I live the more I am con¬ 
vinced that a man’s whole life depends up¬ 
on the attitude towards his job.. Go into 
any prison and you will find it full of 
people who began going wrong by regard¬ 
ing their work as a bore and a nuisance. 
Most people regard work as a penalty; it 
is the punishment of the poor, they think. 
And there you have the main reason why 
most people are poor. 

“DO SOMETHING EXTRA” 

“Do something extra. Do something you 
are not told to do. Do something you may 
not be paid for. There’s the first step on 
the long road that leads to success, and 
happiness. It’s all in the Bible—that is the 
reason some of you fellows never see it. 

“In maintaining our high standard of 
ethics today, a Realtor must have foresight, 
determination, courage, persistency, stick-to- 
it-iveness and above all, vision. They may 
call you a dreamer—but the moment they 
do, hang up your ‘Success’ shingle, because 
today every successful Realtor is—he has 
to be.

that he will erect a $260,000 resi¬ 
dence on the property during 1926. 
This is expected to be the first 
move in an influx of wealthy east¬ 
erners whose plans to establish a 
colony at Palos Verdes webe inter¬ 
rupted by the war and reconstruc¬ 
tion period. 

In addition to development of 
Mr. Vanderlip’s and other large 
estates there will be great activity 
during the next twelve months in 
the building of moderate-priced 
homes, according to Jay- Lawyer, 
general manager of the Palos 
Verdes project. Building permits 
for the last twelve months exceed¬ 
ed $400,000 a^d this figure will be 
more than doubled during 1926, of¬ 
ficials declare. £ 

Already $3,500,000 have been 
spent in providing the basic pub¬ 
lic utilities for “city life in the 
country.”

in this region was apportioned to 
its proper owner. - -The/.laws of the 
country, however, make no pro¬ 
vision for an absolute and positive 
rejection of homestead filings by 
the register and many gullible per¬ 
sons become the victims of bunco- 
artists thereby.

CLAIMS 


The recent ft&fflby homestead¬ 
ers at the United dtates land of¬ 
fice to file * claims on the Palos 
Verdes estates has brought to light 
many similar land rushes in Cali¬ 
fornia, according to Donald K» 
Lawyer, of the Palos Verdes com¬ 
pany. 

Most of the rushes v r ere on land 
which had been given by Spanish 
grants. Three .years ag*o there was 
a rush to locate on the Irvine 
ranch between Los Angeles and 
San Diego. About .three, weeks ago 
the federal court .returned its final 
decision disallowing all claims and 
.gave title to the present owners of 
the ranch. 

Practically all of the rushes were 
started on Spanish grants. 

Lawyer, in his statement yes¬ 
terday, said: 

“California wdll suffer if such 
practices are allowed to continue 
and the faith of .’the country , in the 
validity and strength of California 
titles is so flagrantly brought in 
question. The present epidemic > of 
filing. T am convinced,- is brought 
•about by an individual or. a group 
of individuals who, for their own 
gain, are telling people that the 
titles are not good and that bv 
filing a homestead claim they can 
get valuable land for nothing, ex¬ 
cept the fee that is paid to the 
promoter. 

“Several persons, apparently un¬ 
der the guidance of some one in¬ 
dividual, attempted to file, claims 
on the Palos Verdes ranch, under* 
the assumption that it had at,one 
time boon government land and no 
such filing had ever been done. 

“The title companies have, in¬ 
vestigated the title of all Spanish 
grant property and have issued 
certificates of title covering such 
land.

Representatives of the district 
attorney’s office yesterday con¬ 
ferred with Federal officials re¬ 
garding the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the “stampede ’ staged by 
300 prospective homesteaders Sat¬ 
urday to take up valuable land be¬ 
tween Redondo Beach and San 
Pedro.

“The key to successful planning 
lies in understanding the funda¬ 
mentals of planning.” This state¬ 
ment was made at the meeting of 
the Association of City Planners of 
Los Angeles county held at the 
Palos Verdes estates in ..September, 
by Hdf 1 fOTcI f St ’ 

Louis, who is now aiding"Tfos An¬ 
geles in solving its planning prob¬ 
lems. 

I think that statement empha¬ 
sizes the most important accom¬ 
plishment of the city planning 
commission during the past year. 

California has been growing at 
such a rapid rate the past few 
years that it'is time all communi¬ 
ties wake up to the necessity of 
doing some rapid and constructive 
planning if they are to avoid mak¬ 
ing costly mistakes that the larger 
cities of other sections of the coun¬ 
try *ave made. \ 

Has the planning commission 
helped to avoid any j>f these mis¬ 
takes being madel. here at home? 
While the comnlission has been 
going to school, sJ to speak, it has 
had many practical problems to 
work out. A number of plats for 
subdivisions and additions, to the 
city have been submitted to us that 
were entirely unacceptable in their 
.original form. 

its shortcomings and 
T-in-r' commission

which to .~jp c jfe”expert advice. So 
far the city council has seen fit to 
deny all such requests and we have 
had to go on as best we could j 
under the circumstances. 

' ccording to all authorities the r 
first thing a newly organized plan¬ 
ning commission should do is to 
provide a complete plan for the 
city. This plan should show all the 
main arteries of trav 1 in use and 
provide suggested routes for others 
that will take care of the increased 
travel that must inevitably come 
with the growth of the city. 

Districts must be set aside with¬ 
in which shall be concentrated the 
various industries. These districts 
must be located where they will 
have access to transportation facil¬ 
ities. 

The main business section is 
usually well defined, but it should 
be the duty of the planning com¬ 
mission to set aside certain natural 
localities where small business dis¬ 
tricts of a purely local nature can 
grow. 

Street lighting is another problem 
that faces every city and must be 
so distributed as to give adequate 
service to those districts that are 
the most traveled and that pay the 
highest proportionate taxes. 

All of these problems our own 
city planning commission has be- 
for 3 it and is trying to t solve them 
in a just manner.

SPEEDED UP 


Arrangements to speed u*p de¬ 
velopment of the huge $35,000,000 
Palo Verdes project, were undeu 
way today, following the announce¬ 
ment to stockholders at a meeting 
in Trinity auditorium last night, 
that Frank A. Vanderlip, inter¬ 
national financier, is heading a 
group of Wall street capitalists who 
will back the project. 

At the same time it was an¬ 
nounced that E. G. Lewis, promoter 
of the project, whose withdrawal 
as active head of the organiza¬ 
tion was announced a month ago, 
will assume his former active 
duties. 

APPROVE TRANSFER 

Mr. Lewis told the assembled 
stockholders that the Common¬ 
wealth Trust Co., had been or¬ 
ganized for the sole purpose of 
taking over the trusteeship from 
the Title Insurance and Trust Co. 
His plea for subscribers to approve 
of the transfer, met with the signa¬ 
tures of 75 per cent of those present. 

The announcement, which sent 
2000 stockholders into wild bursts 
of applause, means in effect that 
! those who 'would hinder the de¬ 
velopment of Palos Verdes, as al¬ 
leged by Mr. Lewis, now face an 
1 opponent whose capital is unlimited. 

A large portion of the stockhold¬ 
ers attended last night’s meeting, 
which was by invitation. A second 
meeting will be held tonight when 
the same announcements will be 
made to the other stockholders. 

BACKED BY VANDERLIP 

The Vanderlip interests, it was 
announced, through the new Com¬ 
monwealth Trust Co., stand ready 
to finance further test wells on the 
property in the event that the one 
now being drilled does not produce 
oil in commercial quantities. 

]Sfv. Lewis exhibited a small vial 
of oil, which he said was the first 
taken from the well. The drillers, 
one stratum of oil sand, 
one tratum of oil sand. 

“Not one cent of the underwrit¬ 
ing trust funds, the money you have 
subscribed, has been used for any 
purpose,” Mr. Lewis told the stock¬ 
holders. “The entire expense of

Mr. Lewis said the Title Insur¬ 
ance and Trust Co. had withdrawn 
from the trust agreement after giv¬ 
ing the 9000 subscribers opportunity 
to repudiate their subscriptions. He 
said that less than 100 had seen fit 
to do so. 

A partial check revealed that 75 
per cent of those attending tl*e 
meeting last night had signed a 
transfer of their subscriptions from 
the Title Insurance and Trust Co. 
to the Commonwealth* Trust Co. 
Officials of Palo Verdes said they 
believed the percentage was larger. 
CHANGES POSITIONS 

Among other announcements was 
that of the retirement of John H. 
Coverley as trust officer of the 
Title Insurance and Trust Co. and 
his affiliation with Palo Verdes as 
manager; that the Vanderlip inter¬ 
ests, who control the project, stand 
ready to sell land in Palo Verdes at 
$312 an acre.
